Sewer Department Chief Who Quit 
Under Fire Deserted by His Old 
Friends—Boss Harvey Blamed. 





For the purpose of laying before Gov. 
Hughes a bill of particulars of alleged 
graft in Queens County and a full state- 
ment of reasons why they believe Bor- 
ough President Gresser should be spé- 
clally investigated twelve citizens 01 
Queens will leave for Albany on the 8 
o’clock train this morning. 

They are a committee representing the 
fifty Queens County residents who 
stormed the Borough President’s office 
last Wednesday and had to be dispersed 
by police reserves. Most of the twelve 
are builders who wish to tell Gov. Hughes 
of the Queens County “ contractors’ 
gang,’ its ex-Sheriff political boss, its 
Department of Sewers as operated by 
Joseph Nelson, and of its District Aftor- 
ney, who, they assert, has made it im- 
possible for them to reach the Grand 
Jury with their case through the ordinary 
channels. 

The committee proposes to ask Gov. 
Hughes for an overhauling of Queens 
County affairs by a Special Deputy Attor- 
ney General, and in giving a reason for 
this its members specify against Presideat 
Gresser that he is Tammany leader of 
the Third Assembly District, and conse- 
quently in a position to control the regu- 
lar investigating machinery of the bor- 
ough. They assert that Frederick G. De 
Witt, the present District Attorney, ob- 
tained his nomination through Herbert 
S. Harvey, the ex-Sheriff, and that Har- 
vey is especially aggressive in preventing 
the graft charges recently made from be- 
ing formally locked into. 

The committee is headed by Dr. Will- 
iam Matthews of Elmhurst, and among 
its members are Lucian Knapp, A. LE. 
Keating, E. Piatt Stratton, and Charlies 
P. Caldwell, an attorney of 42 Broadway. 
Mr. Caldweli made arrangements yes- 
terday for an audience with Gov. Hughes 
immediately upon the arrival of the coin- 
mittee this morning, and he will leave for 
the Governor’s consideration thirty pages 
of charges and incidents of alleged graft 
on which they are based, together with 
many sworn affidavits attached as €x- 
hibits. 

Compared to the Tweed Gang. 

“The conditions in Queens County are 
especially aggravated by the fact that 
the county is building up rapidly, and the 


. old system of graft—intrenched througn 


years of growth—is no longer tolerable 
under the new conditions,’’ said Dr, Mat- 
thews in discussing the committee’s plans 
last night. ‘‘If this investigation is cr- 
dered by the Governor,’”’ he added, “It 
will reveal a situation which will make 
the raids on the public funds by the oid 
Tweed gang seem inconsequential in com- 
parison. 

‘‘J hardly know what department of the 
borough is worst. There is a man ‘ higner 
up’ behind them all, and it has been 
merely a question of making each d@- 
partment produce its proper proportion 
of boodle on the old familiar Tammany 
lines. Graft in contracts for all depart- 
ments furnishes the principal source of 
trouble and it dates back well beyond the 
present régime. The former Boromgn 
President was ousted from office, in faci, 
for just such boodling as forms the basis 
of our present complaint.”” 

In their document of specific charges the 
Albany committee reviews Queens County 
history and politics for the last hait 
dozen years and bring in many names Ol 
those who have been prominent as leaders. 

The case against Joseph Nelson, the 
Sewer Department chief, who has just 
resigned and whose books are under in- 
vestigation by the Commissioners of Ac- 
counts, is considered at length. It is set 
forth that he was once before suspended. 
and was reinstated without trial “ after 
he had threatened to expose the condi- 
tions in his department it he was not at 
once returned to active duty. 

“Cornelius Burke was Superintendent 
of the Sewer Department,’’ the document 
recites, ‘‘and resigned because he t- 
sisted upon locking up at night the jer- 
mit books and found that he could uot 
enforce his orders because of directions 
given by his superiors.”’ 

The ‘‘permit books” figure with sp2- 
cial prominence in the graft charges, 438 
it is alleged that receipts for cash pay: 
ments of $190 each for sewer connections 
for new buildings were actually given on 
blanks takey from the ‘ repairs” receipt 
nook, on which no fee is due. 

Wrong Receipts Used. 

Several samples of receipts for cash paid 
by builders of new buildings on “‘“ re- 
pairs ’’ receipt forms are included as ex- 
hibits for the Governor. It is said inat 
in this way alone during the recent boom 
in building activity many thousands of 
dollars in fees have found their. way into 
the hands of politicians instead of going 


into the borough funds. 
The stubs of the “ repairs ”’ receipt book, 


through which the work of the crooked 


inspectors might be traced, are said to 
have been “ jJost.’’ and the method of their 
disappearance is one of the things the 
committee desires to have investigated. 

A list of carts and horses carried on 
the payroll as working on the streets is 
inclosed as an exhibit with this comment: 

‘Jt will be noticed that just before 
election time the number of carts and 
ieams is greatly in excess of those ordi- 
narily required. Those familiar with the 
workings of the department are ready to 
testify that most of the excesses here 
shown represent padded payrolls. In this 
connection it must be borne in mind that 
Joseph Burns, now employed in the Hign- 
way Department, was suspended under 
charges and reinstated without a trial 
after he had publicly boasted that tne 
public officers of the borough did not dare 
lo press the case against him.”’ 

Just how the money paid by builders 
ostensibivy for proper fees leaked into 
other channels.is narrated in a swoi:n 
affidavit made by Dr. Matthews. It re- 
cites that he paid a check for $250 to 
Matthew Goldner, a Sewer Department 
official, for the privilege of connecting 
twenty-five houses with the sewer, these 
houses being newly completed on Linden 
Street, Ridgewood. The check came back 
finally from the Corn Exchange Bank 
with no indorsement upon it to indica‘e 
that it had become part of the pubilc 
funds. Instead there were the initials 
“M. H. G.” in lead pencil on the .back, 
and on inquiring at the bank Dr. Mat- 
tnews found out, as he says, that the 
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HELD UP IN FIFTH AVENUE. 


Cashier MacDonald of the St. Regis 
Routs a Highwayman. 


The particulars concerning a daring 
holdup on Fifth Avenue, near Fifty-sev- 
enth Street, which was made between 12 
and 1 o’clock. last Sunday morning, be- 
came known yesterday. The victim was 
James 8S. MacDonald, cashier at the Hotel 
St. Regis. 

About 12:15 Mr. MacDonald turned into 
Fifth Avenue from Fifty-fifth Street, 
where the hotel is located, and walked up 
Fifth Avenue toward Fifty-ninth Street 
to take a crosstown car for his home. 
The avenue was practically deserted. 

While he was passing the house of Mar- 
cus Daly, at 725 Fifth Avenue, which Is 
on the east side of the avenue, & man 
sprang out from the areaway which ex- 
tends between the Daly house and the 
stone wall surrounding the Collis P, Hunt- 
ington mansion, and struck at him. 

The man wore brass knuckles, and his 
first blow knocked out one of MacDon- 
ald’s front teeth. The cashier was carry- 
ing a heavy walking stick, and when he 
recovered from the first blow, he man- 
aged to bring the cane down heavily 
upon his assailant’s head. 

At the same moment the headlight of 
an oncoming automobile was seen, and 
without further parleying the highway- 
man took to his heels up the avenue, 
turning down East Fifty-seventh Street. 
Mr. MacDonald followed him for half a 
block, and then hurried back to the ave- 
nue to stop the automobile, but it sped 
by without heeding his signal. 

For the next fifteen minutes Mr. Mac- 
Donald tried to find a policeman, but did 
not succeed. He then hurried home to 
have his injuries looked after, and de- 
cided then that he would not report the 
matter to the police on account of the 
publicity which might ensue. He told 
some friends about it, however, and thus 
the facts became known. 


CLERK LEFT $2,300,000. 


Hoffman’s Wealth Unknown Til! He 
Died—Had Invested in Wall Street. 


By a decision of Surrogate Ketcham of 
Bivokiyn yesterday the residuary estate 
of Charles Ferdinand Hoffman, who died 
at his home, 134 State Street, that bor- 
ough, on April 9, was divided among two 
nieces and an aunt, the surviving legatees, 
who will receive a share in $2,000,000 
worth of securities and property. 

it was not until after Hoffman's death 
and his will was offered for probate that 
he was known to be wealthy. He was a 
clerk in Wall Street, employed as a confi- 
dential man by the brokerage house of 
Brown Brothers. Through his own in- 
genuity lie invested wisely and kept his 
ewn counsel. His will showed that he 
had amassed a fortune of at least $2,300,- 
000. 

By the terms of that document, his 
mother, Mrs. Caroline Hoffman, was to 
receive the residue of the estate, amount- 
ing to $2,000,000. Mrs. Wilhelmina Bur- 
dett, the testator’s sister, and John F. 
Hoffman, a brother, were to have respec- 
tively $35,000 and $10,000. all three died 
tefore the testator. 

Surrogate Ketcham decided that instead 
of their shares going to the next of kin, 
as questions were raised to that effect, 
the surviving legatees should receive this 
property, as he believed that was the in- 
tention of the testator. The legatees 
benefiting by this decision are the Misses 
Margaret and Carolyn Hoffman and Mrs. 
Spagnola.

ALBANY, April 11.—Senator Thomas F.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—The Supreme 
Court to-day ordered a rehearing of the 
cases against the Standard Oll and Ameri- 
can Tobacco Companies. Late this after- 


this action of the court had not In any 
way altered his intentions with regard to 
the filling of the vacancy caused by the 
death of Justice Brewer two weeks ago. 
No date was set for the rehearing, but 
in the natural course of events it can 
hardly come much, if any, before the 
Christmas recess. The greater proba- 
bility Is that it will not come until next 
year, and that the decision will be de- 
layed for at least a year from the present. 

Nothing was said by the court’ about 
the corporation tax cases, from which 
fact two inferences are made. The 
first is that the pench as at present com- 
posed, with seven Justices, able to do 
duty, has reached a decision by such a 


its verdict. The other, which is much 
less likely, ts that the court has not yet 
got to the voting point in its consulta- 
tion over these cases. If the first in- 
ference is correct, the decision may be 
expected before very long. If the second 
is correct, there may yet be an order 
for a rehearing in these cases also.

From the fact that no date was set for 
the rehearing it was assumed that it was 
determined upon because the court found 
itself so divided that it hesitated to ren- 
der a decision and desired to have the 


President fill the bench before seftling the 
cases. This would give the new Justice 
an opportunity to participate in the de- 
cisions. This opinion still holds, although 
later consideration recalled the fact that 
in any case when ordering a rehearing 
the court would not set the date until 
opportunity had beeh-given for counsel on 
both sides to consult and see what they 
desired to do about It. 

It was recalled immediately that the day 
after the death of Justice Brewer, Attor- 
ney General Wickersham gave an in- 
terview in which he said that, in his 
opinion, the only possible contingency in 
which a rehearing would be ordered was 
that in which the court should find itself 
divided 4 to 3 on one or both of the trust 
cases. The report was at once spread 
to-day that the court had. in fact, found 
itself so divided, but there is absolutely 
no authority for such a statement. Noth- 
ing has come from the court itself, and 
the secrecy surrounding the making of 
the orders shows that the court is not 
taking anybody into its confidence in re- 
gard to these cases. 

It was also reported at the Senate that 
the court stood 38 to 3, with one Justice 
still undecided. This, too, is pure surmise,

Stee! Corporation Shuts Down on All 
Lines It Controls.

PITTSBURG, April 11.—Following the 
stoppage of Sunday work in all mills ou. 
the Carnegie Steel Company and of the 
National Tube Company, the United 
States Steel Corporation has turned its 
attention to stopping trains on all roads 
controlled by it. The movement of coal 
or coke and other material on Sunday on 
roads coentrolled by the cerporation is to 
be stopped. 

The first move in this direction was 
put into effect on the Pittsburg, Bessemer 
& Lake Brie Railroad yesterday, whe,. 
not a wheel carrying material for any 
of the corporation mills moved. Only two 
trains, both passerger trains, moved over 
this line, which is one of the subsidiary 
corporations of the big steel company. 

It is stated here to-night that all of the 
railroads of the Steel Corporation had 
Sunday work stopped yesterday. There 
are about 2,000 miles in the aggregate of 
these roads, including the Duluth & Iron 
Range, the Duluth, Mesaba & Northern,

in his message. 

The message was formulated-by the 
Governor after a report summarizing the 
results of his investigation had been sub- 
mitted to him by State Superintendent of 
Insurance Hotchkiss. This report wus 
appended to the Governor’s message. The 
reading of both at the session of the Séen- 
ate and Assembly this evening caused 8 
decided stir among the legisiative leaders. 

This is the Governor’s message: 

State of New York, 
Executive Chamber, 
Albany, April 11, 1910. 

To the Legislature: 

I place before you a report, which 
has been made to me by the Superin- 
tendent of Insurance. While the Su. 
perintendent is armed with power to 
examine witnesses and to compel the 
production of. books and papers in 
proceedings within the scope of his 
departmental action, he has come upon 
certain suggestive facts apparently ly- 
ing outside his official cognizance, ang 
of a character to be adequately dealt 
with only through means which your 
honorable body is competent to atu- 
thorize. 

The revelations in the inquiry recent- 
ly conducted by the Senate and the 
facts brought to light by the Super- 
intendent of Insurance make it im- 
perative that there should be a thor- 
ough investigation with respect te 
legislative processes and as to the cor- 
rupt practices which have been effect- 
ual in advancing or blocking legisla- 
tion. It is not necessary for me te 
review these disclosures or to attempt 
to appraise their cumulative effect. It 
is. sufficient to say that they have 
caused every honest citizen to tingle 
with shame and indignation, and have 
made irresistible the demand that 
every proper means should be eme- 
ployed to purge and to 4 rify. 

It is the high privilege of the Leagis- 
lature, in the discharge of its obligae- 
tions to itself and to the people of the 
State, to follow the salutary action 
already taken in its upper branch by 
appropriate steps for the exposure anda 
destruction of combinations and cone 
spiracies against the just use of the 
lawmaking power and by providing 
suitable protection against the reour- 
rence of such abuses. This is a prome- 
ising opportunity to pursue the open- 
ing trails of corruption, to reveal 
illicit methods and agencies, to une- 
cover the perfidious influences which 
have dishonored the State, and thug 
to aid in securing the wholesome ex~- 
ercise of its beneficent authority. 


Time Ripe to Expose Wrongs. 


It is the unquestioned prerogative 
of the Legislature to inquire tnte the 
course of legislation, the integrity of 
legislative procedure, and the means 
by which its action has been procured 
or frustrated. In this there is no usur 
pation or confusion of function, but 
the proper safeguarding of the legis- 
lative power. The Legislature is en- 
titled to know how, wherein, and by 
whom it has been deceived and itg 
powers perverted. 

Important as will be the wholesome 
and corrective influence of publicity 
with respect to these matters, the 
purpose and result of inquiry. extend 
beyond the bounds of mere disclosure. 
We are far from perfection in legis- 
lative method. Nor have we exhausted 
available measures of protection 
against traffic in legislation and chi- 
canery in dealing with bills. No sub- 
ject deserves more thorough consider 
ation to the end that the opportunities 
of those who are willing to buy legis- 
lative favor or to use representative 
powers for personal profit should be 
limited to the utmost degree. It may 
be impossible wholly to eradicate these 
evils, but to the extent that the nature 
of the illicit intercourse is understood, 
and the methods and instrumentalities 
which have been successful are ex- 
posed, there may be intelligent effort 
at remedial action through both stat- 
utes and legislative rules. The time 
is rips, in my judgment, for a full and 
painstaking inquiry to expose the worst 
of public wrongs and to prepare the 
way for needed improvements in our 
laws and legislative processes. 

I therefore recommend an 
diate, impartial, thorough, and un- 
sparing investigation into legislative 
practices and procedure and into the 
use of corrupt or improper means for 
the promotion or defeat of legislation, 
such inquiry not to be limited to but 
suitably to embrace the matters ad- 
duced in the recent proceeding by the 
Senate and those presented by the re-

parent fact that some of the accounts 
show large debit barances at the time of 
the failure of the brokerage house, but 
seem not to have since been pressed for 
payment. 

Certain of the accounts in these ledgers 
show a close connection between G. Tracy 
Rogers and the Metropolitan traction in- 
terests in New York City. The character 
of the securities dealt in frequently 
calls legislation urged or 
about the same time. 

In short, these books—together with the 
memoranda, check stub books, checks, 
and correspondence of this firm—seem to 
call for further investigation and inquiry. 
When an effort was made so to do, ob- 
jection thereto was raised by an attorney 
who had not previously been the counsel 
of the witness and who declined to be 
sworn when an attempt was made to as- 
certain his connection, if any, with in- 
terests represented by G. Tracy Rogers.

Bill at Albany to Restrict Telegraph 
and Telephone Companies.

ALBANY, April 11.—Assemblyman Mer-

enacted, wil) place the telephone and 
telegraph lines ef the State within the 
jurisdiction of the Public Service Com- 
mission of the Second District, in accord- 
ance with the report recently made by 
the special legislative committee which 


investigated the subiect during the last 
year. 








Power is given to the commission upon | 


complaint or upon its own motion to is- 
Sue orders in relation to rates and serv- 
ice. This authority, the bil] stipulates, 
all as giving the com- 
mission power to make an order requiring 
a telegraph or telephone company to per- 
ferm any act which is unjust or unrea- 
sonable or in violation of the reguire- 
ments of its franchise or of any State or 
Federal law. 
_ The commission receives the power of 
investigation and limited control over the 
forms of accounts and 
companies, which are required to file 
annual reports with the commission. The 
commission is given the veto power over 
the exercise by the separation of rights 
and privileges under the franchises, 
which they have not exercised up to this 
time. 

The measure contains provisions against 
discriminations in rates. It prohibits any 
corporation or association other than a 
telephone or telegraph company to acquire 


,; more than 10 per cent.:of the stock of any 


telephone or telegraph company. The biil 
prohibits the granting of reduced rates or 
free passes or franks for transmission of 
any messages except by officers of or 
employes of the companies. 

The bill requires that the permission 
and approval of the commission shall be 
given for issues of stecks and bond is- 
sues, except that companies may issue 
notes payable otherwise than on demand 
for proper corporate purposes without the 
approval of the commission, and notes to 
be payable at specified periods of not 
more than twelve months.

Supreme Court Reargument An- 


nouncement Sends Up Prices. 


The stock market was thrown into @ 
fever of excitement when the news ar- 
rived from Washington shortly after noon 
vesterday that the Supreme Court had or- 
dered the reargument of both the Ameri- 
ean Tobacco and the Standard Oil cases, 
The bears were caught napping in the 
calm belief that yesterday or some Mon- 
day soon a decision, which they expected 
to be against the companies, would be 
handed down and wouii help them cover 
their short sales at thir ease. The actual 
news made them reaiize that the decisions 
would not be handed down for a great 
many months. This was more than they 
had targained for, and many of them 
rushed excitedly to cover, driving the 





prices of the most activé stocks up 3, 4, 
or 5 points above the low prices of the 
morning. 

The bulls took heart at this and bought 
stocks freely, being encouraged noi only 
by the discomfiture of the bears, but by 
the theory that the order for reargument 
meant that the court was pretty evenly 
divided and that this might mean eventu- 
ally a decision in favor of the companies. 
At all events, they argued. there would be 
a period of many montis during which 
they would be free from the week-te 
week anxiety regarding the character of 
the decisions in these two cases.

TENEMENT RENTS BLAMED 





Sweatshop Conditions Exposed—Dr. 
Adler and Jacob Riis Lead in the 
Fight—Some Opposition. 





In spite of the opposition of a num- 
ber of men interested in Manhattan real 
estate, the mass meeing called last night 
at Cooper Union to consider the preven- 
tion of future and the relief of present 
congestion carried a resolution asking the 
appointment of an unpaid expert munici- 
pal commission to consider the whole 
problem. The Board of Aldermen has at 
present before it an ordinance calling for 
a commission a majority of which should 
be members of the board. This was con- 
demned by most of the speakers, who 
urged the necessity of having lawyers, 
real estate men, and social workers in the 
majority. 

The evils of congestion were brought 
clearly out. Dr. Felix Adler spoke not 
only of the lack of light and air and the 
danger from infectious diseases in tene- 
ment house districts, but also of the nerv- 
ous irritability and the lack of the ele- 
ments which favor decency caused by 
the absence of all privacy. 

‘‘ How is it possible,’”’ he asked, “to 
keep up those reticences which make for 
morality when a whole family and thre2 
er four lodgers are crowded into a few 
rooms? From such homes it is natural 
for thé young people to try to get away 
after working hard all day. Why do you 
allow such homes to exist? What ails 
you people of New York to suffer such 
conditions?” 

Miss Pauline Goldmark, former Secre- 
tary of the National Consumers’ League, 
described the aggravation of congestion 
caused by the growth in the number of 
home industries. She vouched for these 
instances of sweating. In one room not 
much larger. than a hail bedroom dweii 
five persons, paying $3 a week. The 
mother and daughter finish trousers at 
2 cents a pair, and can finish between 
them ten pairs a day. 

The outburst of flower-crowned hats 
has filled the east side tenements with 
ertificial flowers, she said. The workers 
get 4 or 5 cents per gross of violets and 
10 cents for tying sixty rosebuds on eacn 
uf a dozen wreaths. 

“It is the high rents that have forced 
the manufacturers to go in for home in- 
dustries,”’ she said, *‘and there are 12, 
tenements which have been licensed for 
such work. This work is largely seasonal 
in character, and the result is that as 
those who hve by it have to apply for 
relief at certain periods of the year, the 
industries are practically subsidized by 
the charities. Moreover, they force out 
of business modern factories in other 
parts of the country, which, in spite of 
their low rents, cannot compete with 
New York sweated industry.”’ 

A great point was made ‘by several 
+ gg of the necessity of preventing 
the repetition of the conditions now ex- 
isting on the east side in other parts oi 
the city. Dr, Adler declared that sub- 
ways would not accomplish this, as they 
would only heap unr profits for real estate 
specvletors. Palliative measures, such 
as an amendment of the law for the 
provision of improved tenement. houses, 
would only give additional oppertunities 
for still greater congéstions What was 
needed was a commission to study how 
other cities had grappled with the prob- 
lem, in some eases successfully, and to 
aevise a really radical remedy. 

Jacob A. Riis pointed out that the rea- 
son of the “ damnable’’ congestion of the 
present day is that rents are so high that 
no longer can a man, according to the old 
economic law, obtain shelter for one- 
fourth of his income. So he is forced to 
take in lodgers. 

“We must not repeat our mistakes,’ 
said Mr. Riis. ‘‘I have been fighting with 
Dr. Adler against this for twenty-five 
vear;:, and now that I am ¢etting old I 
should like to feel there 1s some common 
sense in the people before I lay me down.”’ 

Then he paid _a tribute to Richard Wat- 
s0n Gilder and Charles Sprague Smith. 
Of the latter he said amid the applause 
of the men of the People’s Institute: 

‘He was absolutely killed by his de- 
votion. The last time he epoke to me he 





was borne down by the burden he had to!

COTTON IMPORTS NOT HEAVY. 
Baltic Brought Only 7,553 Bales—Little 
Effect on Market Prices. 


When the Baltic, from Liverpool, was 
unloaded yesterday the cotton aboard, 
which, it had been announced, was at 
least 15,000 bales, was found to be only 
7,058, making a total of 21,379 bales 
of American cotton brought back from 
Liverpool since September. Nearly 2,000 
of these were brought in earlier in the 
season in scattered lots, mostly represent- 
ing deliveries on. short contracts. 

Cotton prices weakened somewhat yes- 
lerday, they being 10 to 15 points or 50 
to 75 cents per bale lower than Satur- 
day’s close.

The cotton trade sees in the return of 
the staple to this side an attempt of the 
spot cotton interests, who have fought the 
bull campaign engineered by the Patten- 
Hayne-Scales-Brown clique, to influence 
the market rather than to supply con- 
sumers. In addition to the transporta- 
tion charges, usually figured at $3.75 a 
bale, those who imported the cotton did 
it in the face of lower prices in Liverpool 
than prevailed in New York, and they 
have lost, it is estimated, between $4 and 
$5 a bale, a total of $80,000, for the sake 
of influencing the Cotton Exchange quo- 
tations. 

Last week, when the influx of coittoii 
from abroad and from the South in large 
quantities became a certainty, prices 
broke sharply, but almost immediately 
recovered. On the break which put May 
cotton from 14.76 per pound a week 
ago to 13.99 on the following day, or 
a loss of nearly $4 per bale, the leading 
short interests boasted that they had 
recovered their commitments, 

Whether this is true or not only the 
culmination of the May options next 
month wil! determine. The bull leaders 
assert that they have ample funds to 
take care of all the cotton that is ten- 
dered for delivery, but the banks have 
shown a decreasing inclination to give 
loan accommodations on the commodity.

Mr. Shaw’s outlook was an extremely 
gloomy one. Japan, he said, was fast fol- 
lowing the example of England, and mak- 
ing efforts to. control the Pacific Ocean 
trade, just as Great Britain had long 
ago become mistress of the Atlantic. 
Japan is also, he declared, developing a 
mighty navy, with plentY of merchant 
vessels capable of transporting hundreds 
of thousands of soldiers to the United 
States who could be -slipped into the 
country under cover of a fog, and thus 
attack the American forts, which are not 
protected from the rear, long before the 
railroads couid send enough American 
troops to repulse them. : 

To make sure that his hearers wouldn't 
think he was talking jingoism, he ex- 
plained that he wasn't predicting war, 
but just telling what might happen in 
case war was declared.

"MANY HURT IN HOTEL FIRE. 


Men and Women Jumped from Windows 
or Were Trapped in Falling Staircase. 





DUBUQUE, Iowa, April 12\—Two hun- 


dred sleeping people had a narrow escape 
from death early to-day in a fire which 
burned the Julian Hotel, one of the most 
prominent hotels in the State. A num- 
ber were injured in the rush for safety. 
The most seriously hurt are: 


ENGLER, Mrs. EDWARD, Dubuque; fell 
through blazing stairway. 

EVANS, CHARLES, Philadelphia; 
nally hurt. 

GLASSER, CHARLES, Des Moines; several 
bones broken by fall from balcony. 

LEVY, SAMUEL, Chicago; jumped from 
third-story window; will die. 


Many rescues were made, and despite 
the confusion most of the guests escaped 
without harm. Levy stood for several 
minutes on the window ledge of his room, 


screaming for aid. Would-be rescuers 
begged him to hold on a little longer. In 
the darkness the firemen did not make 
fast enough progress, and: the frightened 
man leaped just as another ladder was 
being brought. The one already placed in 
position was not long enough. Levy 
struck on the sidewalk, with nothing to 
break the force of the fall, and was 
taken to a nearby building, dying. 

Mrs. Engler first went to the window of 
her room, and fearing to leap, decided to 
try a rush through the fire, which was 
blazing in the only stairway she could 
reach. Wrapping a blanket around her 
shoulders she dashed through the flames. 
Her clothing was burning, but she al- 
most reached the lower floor when sud- 
denly the stairway sank. Firemen rushed 
in and dragged her outside. She was 
burned badly, but may recover. 

Nobody seemed to know just when the 
fire started or what caused it. The blaze 
had been in progress for some time be- 
fore it was discovered. One of the lodgers 
on the second floor smelled smroke and got 
up to investigate. He sounded the alarm, 
and soon the halls were filled with half- 
dressed people, fleeing for their lives. 
They stumbled down the smoke-filled 
stairways and fell into the street.

It is believed that the death list, which 
numbers nine, has reached the maximum 
number now, since the inhabitants of the 
several towns concerned have become so 
stirred up over the matter that even the 
most confirmed tipplers have taken the! 
Pledge. It has been decided that wood | 
alcohol used in the composition of the| 
drug store whisky is the poison which 
has caused the deaths. Though in several 
of the cases no examination was made 
of the contents of the stomach, and, al- 
though the physiclans in these cases sent 
in death returns of natural causes, yet the 
Symptoms of each victim were similar 
and not only the people of the towns, but 
the physicians themselves, are inclined to 
believe they acted hastily ir reporting 


the deaths without more thorough exam- 
ination.

Italian Villagers Enthusiastic—Text ot 
Mr. Taft’s Telegram. 


PORTO MAURIZIO, April 11.—While 
both Mr. Roosevelt and Mr. Pinchot de- 
cline to say anything regarding their con- 
ference, Mr. Roosevelt's secretary to- 
night gave to the anxious newspapermen 
a long and graphic account of how the 
party drove through the olive orchards 
of the picturesque Caramagna Valley and 
then climbed six miles up the winding 
roud to the famous little chapel, once 
visited by Charlemagne on his way to be 
crowned at Rome, which contains inter- 
esting relics of the old Mediterranean 
galley slaves and votive offerings of sail- 
ors. He also told how enthusiastic the

When pressed about the subject of the 
long conversation between Mr. Roosevelt 
and Mr. Pinchot, the secretary announced, 
without a smile, that it consisted largely 
of reminiscences and hunting stories,

WASHINGTON. April 11.—While the 
cablegram from the Mayor of Porto Mau- 
rizio to President Taft was received at 
the White House yesterday and the Presi- 
dent’s reply was immediately forwarded 
by cable, the text of the two cablegrams 


was not madé public here until shortly 
before noon to-day. 

In answer to the Mayor’s cablegram 
President Taft paid Col. Roosevelt a deli- 
cate compliment by referring to him as 
‘‘ President Roosevelt,’’ and not as ‘‘ form- 
er President Roosevelt.’” He further paid 
to the ex-President the honor of being 
‘‘our most distinguished citizen "a title 
heretofore popularly credited only to the 
President of the United States in office.

The eétnployes, on the 
other hand, cannot expect: a relationship 
between themsélves and their employers 
which ig .satisfactory, *so-long’as they 
strive to, bfing about this relationship, 
not on their merits, but by coercing the 
community to take their part. They 
ought to encourage al] legislation which 
will make public opinion a.direct factor 
in the Settlement of industrial disputes; 
because, so far as their claim is just, pub- 
lic opinion is certain to be on their side 
so long as their rights are denied. Be- 
yond this, they must strive to make the 
regulations of their unions so reasonable 
that employers, instead of being afraid 
of them, will turn to them, because 
through unfons they can get better service 
than in any other way.

The stockholders, when they form a 
corporation, act upon the legal right to be 
represented by officers of their own 
choice in everything that they do as 
stockholders. The laborers, when they 
organize, claim the same right to be rep- 
resented, as sellers of labor, by officials 
ef their own choice In collectiye bargain- 
ing for their labor. When the stoekhol4- 
ers, through their elected officials, de- 
dline to confer with a labor union through 
its elected officials, the stockholders are 
put fn the position of virtually saying 
to the laborers: ‘ We insist upon all the 
prtvileses of combination for ourselves, 
Git we claim the right to deal with our 
IeDerers as individuals." And thus they 

to organized laborers the benefits of 
collective bargaining which they demand 
for themselves. 

“It is entirely clear that stockholders, 
when they do this through their elected 
@fficials, are acting within their legal 
sights, but it is equally clear that they

Mr. | w went on to say that an “ open 
shop ”’ should mean a shop in which union 
labor and non-union labor ts employed in- 
discriminately, and in which the union 
labor so ompoyes is granted all the priv- 
ileges of collective bargaining that it en- 
joys anywhere. 

* This,” he said, “is the case on most 
of the railroads and in the anthracite coal 
fields, But there are some employers who 
claim to maintain an open shop, who will 
employ union men only upon the condi- 
tion that they will forego their privilege 
of collective 0d wrt and their right 
to be’ represented in all matters relating 
to their employment by the officers of 
their union. Such a snop, though called 
an open shop, is just as distinctly closed 
to union labor as a union shop generally 
is closed to non-union labor. 

“ As long as union labor insists that a 
union shop shall be closed to non-union 
labor, it cannot wonder that shops em- 

loying non-union labor are often virtual- 

y closed to it; for this fact often makes 
it difficult for the two elements to work 
side by side. To me, as a friend of union 
labor, it seems as if the wiser policy for 
organized labor would be to encourage the 
true open shop; for this policy would tend 
to unite all labor; whereas the present 
policy of shutting out non-union labor 
wherever possible divides the ranks of 
labor.

The Avon Found an Ashy Haze Over 


West Indlan Waters. 


The Royal Mail Steam Packet Avon, re- 
turning yesterday from her 4,000-mile 
cruise to the West Indies, landed 272 
bronzed tourists laden with parrots, mon- 
keys, sugar cane, and all kinds of tropical 
products. The. liner was delayed three 
hours owing to a strong northwest gale, 
which blew hard all day Sunday. 

Cpat. Dickinson said that since the 
Avon left New York on March 25 there 
had been frequent thunderstorms at night, 
with vivid lightning, but no rain. There 
was every sign of volcank and seismic 
disturbance in the atmosphere. 

Chief Officer Adam said: ‘‘ For nine 
days after leaving New York the sun ap- 
peared very smali and of a blood red col- 
or until 11 A. M. There was a fine haze 
on the water, which subsequently ap- 
peared te be fine volcanic dust. At first 
it was thought that there had been an- 


other explosion of Mont Pelée, Martinique, 
but we Had no doubt afterward that it 
came from Mount Etna, 

‘When we left Santiago de Cuba on 
April 2 the whole coast Was obscuréd 
with this haze, and the Kingston pilot, 
when he came on board at Yallah’s Point, 
said he had never experienced anything 
like it except the two days previous to 
the Kingston earthquake. Last Wednes- 
day black rain fell heavily in Bermuda, 
and the sultry stillness of the air seemed 
to portend subterranean disturbance.”

The Warheit Says State Department Is 
Igncrant of Jewish Passport Situation. 


The attitude of the Washington author- 





ities on the Jewish passport question has 


aroused a good deal of indignation among 
the east side Jews. The Warheit pub- 
lished yesterday certain letters which had 
passed between Herman Bernstein, the 
author, and the Administration, which, it 
asserts, show that the State ,Department 
is ignorant of the situation. In a recent 
letter from Secretary Knox to President 


Taft a reference was made to various 
measures now being undertaken for the 
amelioration of the Jews in Russia by the 
Czar’s Government, and particularly to 
‘an Imperial! Commission to revise pass- 
port regulations.” 

r. Bernstein on March 21 wrote to the 
President saying that he knew from his 
recent visit to Russia and his discussion 
of the passport matter with such men as 
Count Witte, Prof. Paul Milyukow, and 
Prof. Maxime Kovalevsky that Mr. Knox 
was mistaken about these announced 
measures of amelioration, and that the 
position of the Jews in Russia had never 
been worse than it is to-day. 

To this President Taft replied on March 
-6: “‘I have transmitted the letter to the 
Secretary of State for his information; 
but, with deference to your opinion, !} 
venture to think that the Secretary of 
State knows what he is talking about.’ 
Huntington Wilson, Assistant Secretary 
of State, also wrote on April 2, saying 
that the passport commission referred to 
in a recently published letter from Sec- 
retary Knox to the President was the 
Durnovo Commission created several 
years age.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—The 
House to-day again refused to approve 
any appropriation for the maintenance of 
automobiles for Speaker Cannon and Vice 
President Sherman, sending back to con- 
ference the Legislative, Executive, and 
Judicial bill containing these items. The 
Democrats, with the aid of twenty-two 
insurgents, succeeded in turning down the 
conference report by a vote of 1382 to 111. 
While the debate was at its height 
Speaker Cannon left the Chair, and from 
the floor of the House delivered himself 
of a few observations concerning auto- 
mobiles, insurgency, and the chances for 
in the approaching 


Republican success 
Congressional campaign. Not too indi- 


rectly he defied the insurgents to join the 
Democrats and oust him from the Speak- 
ership. 

“This whole controversy touching an 
automobile in connection with the offices 
of the Speaker and the Vice President,” 
said Mr. Cannon, ‘has not been inspiree 
from beginning to end, or encouraged or 
approved by the present occupant of th+ 
Speaker’s chair. The amendment, so far 
as I recollect, originated in the co-ordi- 
nate branch of Congress, the Senate. I 
refer to the original provision of a year 
ago. Individually or otherwise, it did not 
meet my approval.’’ 

The’ Speaker then referred to the fact 
that it had been customary for forty 


vears to provide transportation for the 
heads of departments. .Touching on the 
difference in salary between presiding of- 
ficers of the House and Senate and the 
membership proper, the Speaker con- 
tinued: 


Playful with Champ Clark. 
*One may say, ‘ Why make a distinc- 
tinction in salary?’ I never even advo- 
cated that so far as I remember, and yet, 
perchance, something could be said in 
favor of it. The gentleman from Mis- 


souri, Mr. Clark, has notified the Repub- 
lican side of the House that we are soon 
to go out of power, and while he did not 
say it, reading between the lines, he is to 
be the legitimate successor to the pres- 
ent occupant of the chair. I would then, 
if I am of the minority of the House, in- 
sist that the salary of the Speaker re- 
main at $12,500, not on account of the 
honorable gentleman from Missouri, but 
because the man who occupies that great 
office with its great responsibilities should 
receive that salary. 

‘If Mr. Clark is correct about the mi- 
nority becoming the majority, or if the 
Republicans should be in the majority in 
the coming Congress and should in cau- 
cus select some other than myself for the 
Speakership, I believe that the Speaker 
of the House of Representatives, who- 
ever he may be, should in all matters be 
of the same dignity as the Vice Presi- 
dent, who presides over the co-ordinate 
branch. And that is quite without re- 
gard to the personality of the present 
Vice President. 

‘“‘T am entirely content, whatever ac- 
tion the House may take in this matter, 
but I want to notify you that unless cer- 
tain Republicans on this side who do not 
approve of the personality of the Speaker 
have the courage to join with the solid 
minority, I shall remain Speaker until the 
4th of March next. 

‘“\VVyhile I do not ask and have not asked 
for any appropriation for the transporta- 
tion of the Speaker, if vou vote it [I will 
rise it as I now use it. If you see proper 
not to do so, whether from the standpoint 
of broad economy or personal dislike of 
the present oecupant of the chair, I care 
not.’

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TOO COOL FOR CUCUMBERS. . 


Oniy Way in Alaska Is to Plant Beside 
a Steam Exhaust.

WASHINGTON, April 11.—A cucumber 
does not stand much show on the Seward 
Peninsula, Alaska, according to Henry 
M. Hoyt, 2d, ex-District Attorney at 
Nome, who amused the House Committee 
on ‘rerritories to-day by describing the 
agr.cultural possibilities of the Far North- 
west. Mr. Hoyt gave the committee his 
views on a bill providing for a legislative 
council for Alaska, but branched off upon 
the subject of vegetables. 

“You can grow cucumbers and lettuce 
upon the Seward Peninsula,” he said. ‘‘ b¥ 
planting close to the steam exhaust of an 
electric light house. When a cucumber 
vine shows signs of fructifying, a fellow 
may take a visiting card, tie it to the 
vine, and thus stake a claim upon the 
cucumber. When the cucumber grows up, 
it is the property of the claim holder.”’ 

“ilow about fruit; you can grow that, 
can't you?’’ asked Chairman Hamilton. 
‘It will have to be hardy fruit, with 
ihe thermometer eighty below sometimes,” 
responded Mr. Hoyt. 

The witness said he knew nothing about 
agricultural conditions in the _ interior, 
Which were painted in glowing colors by 
Delegate Wickersham of Alaska. 

Mr. Hoyt, who is now Attorney General 
for Porto Rico, told the committee that 
the character of the floating population 
of Alaska made inadvisable an elective 
Legislature. He recommended the ‘ap- 
puintinent of its members by the Presi- 
dent, saying that the peopie of Alaska 
were too wideiy separated to get together 
on local needs and elections. A Legis- 
lature in part elected and in part appoint- 
ed, he said, also would bring trouble, as 
petty jeulousies would crop out constantly. 


ACTION ON CUSTOMS FRAUDS. 


Members of House Think They Have 
Delayed Inquiry Long Enough. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, April 11.—Representa- 
tive Hill of Connecticut, Chairman of the 
House Committee on Expenditures in the 
Treasury Department, said to-day that 
he would immediately take up with Presi- 
dent Taft the question of a Congressional 
investigation of the recent customs frauds 
at the Port of New York. 

Representative Fitzgerald of New York 
introduced a resolution some time ago 
calling upon the President to advise Con- 
gress if any reason existed why such an 
investigation should not be put under 
way. Since that time the Fitzgerald reso- 
lution had remained in Mr. Hill’s com- 
Inittee without being acted upon. The 
President had previously intimated that f 
Congress began to probe the Sugar Trust 
frauds it might Interfere with the plans 
of the Department of Justice. 

This hint from the White House came 
soon after the frauds were discovered. 
Mr. Fitzgerald, after waiting several 
months, introduced a resolution which 
takes it for granted that sufficient time 
Las elapsed for the department to ascer- 
tain all the facts ang to start additional 
prosecutions. It requests the President 
to advise if there is any reason now why 
Congress should not proceed on its own 
account to look into the matter. 

Chairman Hill said to-day that he 
would lay the matter before Mr. Taft, and 
should no definite objection be made, his 
committee will probably report out the 
Fitzgerald resolution. 


HOFFSTOT WILL FIGHT. 
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That He Will Oppose Extraditian.

PITTSBURG, Penn., April 11.—Frank N. 
Hoffstot, the banker and steel car maker, 
indicted for bribery and conspiracy, has 
refused to come to Pittsburg to appear 
before the Grand Jury. District Attorney 
Blakely this evening took the first steps 
toward extraditing Hoffstot from New 
York State. Papers are being prepared, 
and to-morrow an officer will be sent to 
Gov. Stuart of Pennsylvania with the 
papers asking that Gov. Hughes of New 
York give up Mr. Hoffstot to the offi- 
cérs from Pennsylvania.

OPPOSED PULLMAN REPORT. 


Chairman Knapp and Mr. Harlan. Dis- 
agreed with the Other Commissioners. 


WASHINGTON, April 11.—It was 
learned to-day that Chairman Knapp and 
Commissioner Harlan did not agree with 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission’s 
decision, given yesterday, reducing Pull- 
man rates and ordering differential 
charges between upper and lower berths. 
It is said that the dissention of the Chair- 





man and one of the Commissioners from 


the majority report is one of the prime 
hopes on which the company will fight 
the decision in the courts. 

Chairman Knapp agrees with the prin- 
ciple of differential rates between upper 
and lower berths, but is of opinion that 
the difference fixed by the majority re- 


port was in some cases too great. In the 
main the Chairman. disagrees with a re- 
duction in rates, on the ground that the 
present charges are not excessive for ths 
service rendered, in comparison with the 
charges for transportation in ordinary 
coaches run by the railroads. 

“On the broad grounds of social wel- 
fare I have long believed in low passen- 
ger fares for év2rybody,”’ said the Chair- 
man, 
reduction from present rates as soon as 
it can be made without injustice to the 
railroads. But I would bring this about, 
if I could, before,reducing the extra cost 
of sleeping car accommodation for the 
henefit of a comparatively few persons, 
who, in my estimation, are now distinctly 
favored.’’

Chairman Knapp, 
but dissented on the general ground that 
the order was not justified by the record.

“We have not decided vet just what we 
shall do,’’ said Mr. Runnells, 
probably will know in the morning.

‘We probably shall not quarrel with 
the commission as to the reasonableness 
of some reduction in the rate for upper 
berths, but I think the resudction made 
Is too great, and this does not mean that 
we may not contest the order as a whole.

POSTAL DEFICIT 
LESS BY $40,000,000 


Postmaster General Hitchcock Es- 
timates Year's Saving Through 
Reforms at That Figure. : 
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TALKS OF 1-CENT LETTERS 





Says Second-Class Matter, with Two- 


thirds of Bulk, Realized Only 4 Per 
Cent, of Half Year’s Receipts.

WASHINGTON, D. C., April 11.—Basing 
his conclusions on the auditor’s returns 
of postal receipts and expenditures for 
the first half of the current fiscal year 
and on preliminary returns for the third 
quarter of the year, which closed on 
March 81, Postmaster General Hitchcock 
predicts that the first year of the present 
Administration will show a decrease of 
over $10,000,000 in the deficit of $17,480,- 
000 handed down from the preceding year. 
The deficit for the first half of the cur- 
rent year is only $4,072,000 as against $10,- 
285,000 for the first Falf of last year, a 
reduction of over $6,000,000 in six months. 

The recent publication of the Auditor’s 
returns for the quarter ended Dec. 31 
disclosed the fact that the service had 
been conducted during that period at an 
actual profit of $2,115,000, the largest sur- 
plus recorded for any quarter in the his- 


tory of the department. It is expected 
that the final figures for the quarter end- 
ed March 31 will also show a surplus of 
close to $2,000,000. The final quarter of

The ofticers of the department attribute 
the extraordinary reduction that has been 
made in the rate of expenditure to certain 
radical reforms that were introduced at 
the opening of the year in the methods of 
handling tne postal business. 

In the first months of the Administra- 
tion, the Postmaster General assembled at 
Washington the most experienced officers 
in the registry service, the money order 
service, and in General Post Office man- 
agement. Eaoh set of officers remained 
in conference for several weeks, and be- 
fore adjourning submitted definite recom- 
mendations for the betterment of their re- 
spective services. These recommendations 
were immediately put into effect by the 
department, resulting in some surprising 
economies without loss of efficiency. 

The work of reorganization is still in 
prsuress, and the Postmaster General be- 
ieves that with certain changes he has 
recommended to Congress in some of the 
posial laws that now hamper the depart- 
ment, it will be possible in another vear 
to place the Postal Service on a self-sus- 
taining basis, notwithstanding the low 
rate of postage on second-class matter. 
During the first half of the present fiscal 
year, for which the Auditors’ returns are 
now available, second-class matter con- 
Sututed in weight fully two-thirds of all 
mail handled, but the receipts from it 
were only about $4,000,000, or less than 4 
per cent. of the total receipts for the half 
year. 

The Postmaster General is now firmly 
of the opinion that a proportionate post- 
age charge on periodical matter would not 
only wipe out the postal deficit, but would 
cause a sufficient surplus of receipts to 
warrant one-cent letter postage.

Sytva’s artistic ac- 
tivities for the remainder of her life or 
his. 

The injunction, however, has just 
been dissolved by the Appellate Court 
in a decision which puzzles many law- 
yers familiar with the problems asso- 
ciated with those most bewildering of 
al] documents, theatrical contracts. The 
ground taken by the Judges is that 
“the services of the defendant are not 
shown to be of that unique and ex- 
traordinary quality which alone justi- 
fies an injunction pendente lite.”’ There 
are seemingly very few theatrical or 
musical stars to whom this reasoning 
could not be applied. No wonder the 
theatrical worried. The 
only safeguard for a manager having a 
contract with a star has been the possi- 
bility of enjoining his or her perform- 
ance elsewhere while the contract holds. 
If the singer or actor may obtain an 
easy releasc by asserting that his talent 
is not unique or extraordinary, which 
can generally be done without stretch- 
ing the truth, the contract is not worth 
the ink and paper. The “ law’s delays,” 
however, have served Mr. HAaMMER- 
STEIN well enough. But the decision 
will have its effect in preventing the 
enjoining of singers in the future.

The result is that there 
is very little ‘lost motion’’ in a China- 
man, and he rarely fails to attain his pre- 
determined end, since he determines upon 
few ends which are beyond his capacity. 

Louisiana is waiting 
with anxiety for a de- 
cision from its Supreme 
to be White. Court as to the relative 

efficiency of white and 
black blood in determining the racial 
status of a person who possesses a share 
of both strains. Local opinion, custom 
and law have hitherto agreed in holding 
that the black, and not the white, blood 
settled the question, and the octoroon, no 
less than the quadroon and the mulatto, 
has been considered a@ negro. But Judge 
CHRETIDN of the Loulsiana District Court 
recently took the novel ground that one 
JOSEPHINE LIGHTELL, an octoroon, had so 
little negro blood that in the eyes of the 
law she was a white woman. 

If this decision stands it will open many 
doors now closed to the ‘‘ colored ’’ peo- 
ple, and will break down not a few of 
the barriers that have been laboriously 
erected between the two ractés—barriers 
that are to the advantage of both in the 
estimation of many who have given care- 
ful study to the subject. Not only would 
such a holding tend to promote miscege- 
nation, with all its disastrous conse- 
quences, but it will open the white schools 
to many children now excluded from 
them, and it will render difficult or im- 
possible the enforcement of what are 
called ‘‘ Jim Crow’”’ laws in public con- 
veyances, 

It can hardly be questioned that, how- 
ever it may be in countries where there are 
few negroes, in the South, where they 
are many, it is the black rather than the 
white blood that is the practically deter- 
mining factor. .The mulatto is regarded 
as just as much a negro inh everything 
except color as if he were pure African, 
and it seems to be the general impres- 
sion that, with exceptions, of course, the 
roixture of the two bloods emphasizes the 
lower, not the higher, qualities of each. 
This may, however, be only a way of 
stating that the white Southerner partic- 
ularly dislikes In a man whom he con- 
siders a negro the qualities and ambi- 
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tions which any fraction of white blood 


is likely to give him. 

Whatever the decision of the Supreme 
Court, it is certai® that the white people 
of Louisiana will continue to hold any 
recognizable trace of black blood as de- 
terminative of race. Their whole social 
System as developed before and since the 
war depends upon the maintenance of 
this contention, and the feeling that it 
Ought to be maintained is stronger all 
through the South now than ever before. 
It is based on the instinct of self-preser- 
vation, and against that argument is vain. 

We are evidently in 
for another hot discus- 
sion of ‘ euthanasia ’— 
a question which has 
been settled a thousand 
times, only to come up again and again, 
apparently as fresh and irfteresting as 
ever. That hints at something wrong in 
all the settlements, and an element of 
fallacy in the arguments by which they 
were reached, 

he venerable President Hmeritus of 
Harvard, who has long been known as 
advocating, or at least consenting to, the 
aeliberate cutting off of human life when 
it has become intolerable, has entered the 
controversy anew with the inquiry— 
“What does it matter, in a hopeless case, 
if the patient’s life is shortened by a few 
heurs or more, if he Is thereby relieved 
of excruciating pain?’’ 

What indeed? But, other considerations 
apart, who is to decide when a given case 
is hopeless? Absolute certainty on that 
point is possible, if ever, only in instances 
so extreinely rare that they are obviously 
inadequate for the establishment of any 
general rule of principle. The patient 
nimself is the worst of judges of his own 
cundition, and every doctor of more than 
brief experience has been amazed by re- 
coveries from illnesses to which a fatal 
termination seemed inevitable. 

For the vast majority of us the end will 
be ‘‘euthanasia,” anyway, since it is 
nature’s habit to take away both the 
pains ana the fears of the dying. There 
is room for some suspicion that much of 
the talk about ‘“‘ euthanasia’’ comes from 
those wlio speak rather for the well than 
for the sick—whose pity is more for the 
nurses than the patients. The medical pro- 
fession Is agreed that the duty of its mem- 
bers is io prolong life, not to shorten it. 
To do anything else is to take a dreadful 
respvusibility, never to be confessed or 
acknowledged.

Judging 
by the arrival of aliens here in March, 
the officials look forward to the greatest 
April and May in the history of the port. 
It is said that 30,000 immigrants, on 23 
ships, are on the Atlantic bound for this 
country. Within the last few days 5,000 
aliens have passed through Ellis Island, 
and 2,000 are on vessels here waiting to 
be landed at the Immigration Station. 

The increase in March over February, 
when 44,397 landed, is phenomenal, and 
upon these figures and advance informa- 
tion from abroad the officials base the 
prediction of a flood of immigration dur- 
ing the next two months. 

In March 132,397 persons arrived here 
in cabin and steerage from foreign ports. 
Of this number 11,553 were citizens, and 
120,844 aliens. Those classed as immie- 
grants numbered 108,286, many arriving 
second cabin, which is growing in popu- 
larity among those of small means, who 
have been here before and know the dis- 
comforts of a steerage voyage. 

The month’s arrivals brought to this 
country, it is estimated, abdut $2,457,875, 
not including the value of their household 
and personal articles brought by the 
immigrants. 

The figures compiled on Ellis Island, of- 
ficials say, indicate that a better watch 
is being kept by the big lines on pas- 
sengers embarking on the other side. In 
March only 1,472 persons were deported 
as undesirable. Those deported included ‘ 
175 women, Of the illiterate over 14 years! 
28,208 were men and 4,147 women. The: 
greatest illiteracy was found among the 
Italians, of which nationality 18,070 were. 
so classed. Only four Englishmen could 
neither read nor write. 

Of the arrrivals for the month 2,611 were: 
classed as ‘‘adventurers’’ by the offi- 
cilals, meaning persons who have neither: 


relatives nor friends on this side of the: 
Atiantic.,

HEYDLER IN WASHINGTON. 


Talks on Rule Barring Photographers 
and of Kling Case. 


John Heydler, Secretary and Treasurer 
of the National League, has been spend- 
ing a few days in Washington, and ex- 
pects to see the game to-day between the 
American Leaguers and Jack Dunn’s Bal- 
timore team. Heydler is enthusiastic over 
baseball affairs at the National capital. 
““T have been a resident of Washington 
for twenty-two years, and this is the 
first time that the, city has been on a 
substantial standing,” is the way he puts 
it. ‘* Much credit is.due the men behind 
the club, for they are giving it their at- 
tention and support, and I hope that Jim 
McAleer will turn out a winner, and from 
all that I can learn he will come pretty 
near doing it this year.’’ 

In speaking of the rule which President 
Lynch has ordered enforced against the 
presence of ».hotographers on the play- 
ing field after the game starts, Heydler 
Says: 

“Rule 75 will be enforced until such 
time as the League sees fit to wipe it off 
of the books, or so amended it as to allow 
photographers on the field. Under ex- 
isting conditions the presence of photog- 
raphers may cause a team to lose a game, 
and if it were protested it would he 
shown that the President of the League 
had not enforced the rules. Personally, I 
believe that the game gets much pub- 
licity of the proper kind from the pictures 
that are taken during a game, but there 
is the rule, and there {fs nothing to do 
but to enforce it.’’

“TOPICS IN WALL ‘STREET. 


Surprise from the Supreme Court: 


The traders who had been waiting from 
week to week for the handing down of the 
American Tobacco decision were taken by 
surprise by yesterday’s announcement by 
the court. that both‘this case and the 
Standard Ojl case would have to be rear- 
gued. This meant, it was estimated, a 
postponement of at least six months and 
possibly @ year, and the Street thought 
this put both cases aside as stock market 
factors. That the shorts did not relish 
the outcome was very clearly indicated by 
the wild rush they made to cover when 
the announcement was made. Another 
consideration which helped along the up- 
ward movement which followed was in 
the theory that the order to reargue the 
case meant that the Supreme Court was 
pretty évenly divided on the American 
Tobacco and Standard Oil cases, and the 
bulls acted upon this view to strengthen 
their own position and to help along the 
discomfiture of the shorts.

Great Activity in Noon Hour. 


Up to 12 o’clock the trading was of in- 
different character and in very smali vol- 
ume. The sales in the opening hour 
amounted to only 110,000 shares and to 
less than half of this in the next hour. 
The total transactions up to noon amount- 
ed to only 162,000 shares. At that time 
the net changes in the active stocks 
amounted only to fractions. When the 
market was awakened from its lethargy 
by the news from Washington trading 
immediately assumed heavy volume and 
prices rose abruptly. Between 12 and 1 
the sales amounted to 284,000 shares, or 
120,000 shares more than during the pre 
ceding two hours. From the low prices 
of the day there were such advances as 
5% points in Reading and Union Pacific, 
3% points in Amalgamated, 8% in South- 
ern Pacific, and 2% in United States Steel. 
Then came a reaction and a subsequent 
recovery with some slowing down of the 
trading, although this continued at a rate 
much more active than that which pre- 
vailed during the morning.

$4,000,000 Gold Going Out. 


A tentative engagement of $1,500,000 
gold was made by the Hanover National 
Bank yesterday for shipment to London 
by to-morrow’s steamer. If this gold is 
sent out, as it probably will be, the ship- 
ments so far arranged for to-morrow to- 
tal $4,000,000, an engagement of §2,500,000 
having been made last week. Foreign ex- 
change rates showed little change yester- 
day, but any advance to-day would prob- 
ably serve to considerably increase the 
gold shipment to be made by the Maure- 
tania to-morrow, Call loans were renewed 
yesterday at 3% per cent., which was the 
high rate of the day. Later some loans 
were made as low as 2% per cent. In the 
time division of the money market loans 
were made at 4% per cent. for ninety days 
and 4% for six months, and at 4% for 
loans running until the middle of next 
January.
